3. Claim 1 is rejected as failing to define the invention in the manner required by 35 
U.S.C. 112, second paragraph. 

The claim(s) are narrative in form and replete with indefinite and functional or 
operational language. The structure which goes to make up the device must be clearly 
and positively specified. The structure must be organized and correlated in such a 
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manner as to present a complete operative device. The claim(s) must be in one 
sentence form only. Note the format of the claims in the patent(s) cited. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

5. Claim 1 as best understood is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Condon et al. 

Condon et al. discloses a device for dispensing herbicide foam as discussed in 
column 1 , lines 25-28. The device has an extension tube 115 with a filter 116 that 
would clearly reduce the speed of the foam exiting from pressure vessel 101 . The 
device is located downstream from the valve as noted in drawing Figure 1 . 

Response to Arguments 

6. Applicant's arguments filed 12/1 3/2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant has not made the amendments discussed in the response. 
The examiner has contacted the applicant on numerous occasions to discuss possible 

* 

amendments. The examiner stated that new matter considerations would preclude 
acceptance of the proposed amendments and that there is not enough information 
present in the application as filed to overcome the current rejection. Applicant is 
considering filing a CIP. 
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Conclusion 

7. An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in 
this field usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention 
disclosed. Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or 
agent to prosecute the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon 
skilled preparation and prosecution. The Office cannot aid in selecting an attorney or 
agent.
